Boys’ Week 
We glory in the boy who makes 


good—we admire him, we love 
him, we encourage him—and of- 
ten times we fail to realize that 
perhaps, had some- 
thing to do with his success. 
During the past few years the 
age average of criminals in our 
penitentiaries is in the twenties, 
rather than in the thirties, as in 
former years. At the same time 
we find our divorce courts over-

either quarrel at home, have been 
divorced, or have deserted their 
homes. In many ‘cases boys have 
been left orphans and have got- 
ten into trouble, but the vast ma- 
jority of cases show the fault to 
be with the parents. 

Boys’ Week, if it does dvestas 
else, should call to the attention 
of parents their necessity of mak- 
ing good with their own sons. 
Good fellowship with a boy, rather 
than supplying him with money, 
is probably the most important 
feature. Fathers often indulge in 
severe criticism of the mother of 
his own children, rather than im- 
pressing his youngsters with the 
idea that mother is their best 
friend and that assisting mother 
in the work about the home is the 
most important thing that they 
can do. 

Boys’ Week, if it does nothing 
else, should rekindle the determin- 
ation of parents to study their 
boys and thus not only add to 
their own joy in life, but help 
their boys in solving life’s prob- 
tems and be prepared for the 
years that are before them. 

There is probably no more joy 
in life for those who haven't chil- 
dren of their own than to take 
an interest in boys in their neigh- 
borhood. Visiting with them, gain- 
ng their confidence and helping 
hem in their play, in their. work, 

their schooling, enlarges the

Cucamonga Avenue Scene of Crash late Sunday 
Afternoon. Mr. and Mrs. Joseph M. Eingeck 
of Los Angeles Killed; Son and Grandmother 
Escape 





No blame was fixed for the death of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
M. Einweck of 1545 East Seventy-eighth street, Los Angeles. 
who were instantly killed Sunday afternoon when their motor 
car was struck by a* Pacific Electric train at the Cucamonga 
avenue crossing, when the inquest was held yesterday before 
Coroner J.B. Hanna at Draper’s Upland mortuary. 

The coroner’s jury found that death was ‘‘due to the col- 
lision of an automobile in which they were riding with a Pa- 
cifie Electric train at the Cucamonga avenue crossing, ‘*acei- 
dental.’’ 

R. C. Schoggs, the P. E. Motorman, testified that his train 
was moving at a rate of about 30 miles an hour, as he was 
slowing for a crossing with the Santa Fe railroad a short dis, 
tance beyond nd tht he did not see the motor car until he 
was about 50 feet from the crossnig and the machine some 25 
feet to its south. He testified that he had given two long 
blasts of the whistle at the approach to the crossing and. was 
in he act of giving two short blasts when the automobile ap- 
peared. It was then too late to avoid collision, although he 
applied all brakes. 

Funeral arrangements have not yet been completed, but 
the bodies will be sent to Chieago on instructions from An- 
thony Einweeck, a brother. Mr. Einweck was employed by 
Ernest C. Amling and H. I. Amling, florists, of 737 Wall street, 
Los Angeles. Mr. and Mrs, P. N. Granger of Los Angeles, 
cousins of the accident victims, were here for the inquest. 

Mrs. Sophie Theiner, aged 57 years, of Chicago, mother 
of Mrs. Einweck, and Kenneth Einweck, aged three years, only 
son of the couple, who were in the motor car at the time of the 
accident, were reported improving at the Sam Antonio Commu- 
nity. Hospital today. Their condition was reported as not 
as serious as at. first supposed.

The new small half cent stamps bear the 
picture of the patriot Nathan Hale. After a 
eentury and a half this young man who gave 
his life for his country when it was fighting 
to be established has been duly recognized. 
The Pasadena Post carries the following edi- 
torial on the subject: 

‘On one of the new postage stamps appears 
the portrait of Nathin Hale. The stamp is of 
the smallest denomination ever issued by the 
government; but it will be extensively used, 
and familiarize the public with the face of a 
gallant patriot whoe risked his life for his 
country, and lost it. He had undertaken to 
carry inforamtion through the British lines 
at New York and Long Island.*and being cap- 
tured, was executed as a Spy. 

“Tf Hale was a typical soldier of the Revo- 
lution the army led by Washington must have 
been made up of youth. Hale was born in 
Connecticut in 1756. Twenty years later, he 
was a captain, after two years of military 
service, this being his grade when he volun- 
teered as a spy. The death penalty was car- 
ried out in 1776. Thus was ended a short but 
devoted life, and thus was established the 
fame of a martyr to liberty. 

‘General Washington was much grieved at 
the loss of a trusted beloved 
friend. But he could do nothing to avert the 
fate of a spy. To hang if captured every spy 
on either side knew would be his: destiny. 

There was something in the bearing of the 
young American that greatly impressed the 
British, and it was with regret they had to 
permit the carrying out of an inexorable rule 
of war.”’

General Manager Dezell in his annual report. 

As a recent survey shows that Florida has 
253,570 aeres devoted to citrus and that 88,749 
acres is aS yet not in bearing it can be seen 
that California must give careful attention to 
the production and sipment of only high 
quality fruit in a carefully prepared and at- 
tractive package. 

Strict adherence to those principles will 
keep the consumer preference just where it 
is and has been for many years. Any relaxa 
tion in the effort would mean disaster to the- 
California citrus producer.

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American Forest Week 


There is no question of larger general in- 
terest than the preservation of our forests, 
and the reforesting of those denuded sections 
which should be bearing trees because they 
are fit for no other purpose. President Cool- 
idge has recognized this situation, and has 
issued a proclamation on the subject, direct- 
ing American Forest Week. reading as fol- 
lows: 

“In proclaiming American Forest Week, ! 
desire to bring to the attention of all our 
people the danger that comes from the neglect 
of our forests. 

‘‘Por several years the Nation has observed 
Forest Protection Week. It is fitting that 
this observance be enlarged. We have too 
freely spent the rich and magnificent gift 
that nature bestowed on Us. In our eagel 
ness to use that gift we have stripped our 
forests: we have permitted fires to lay waste 
and devour them; we have all too often de- 
stroyed the young growth and the seed from 
which new forests might spring. And though 
we already feel the first grip of timber short- 
age, we haye barely begun to save and re- 
store. ; 

‘We have passed the pioneer stage and 
are no longer excusable for continuing this 
unwise dissipation of a great resource. To 
the Nation it means the lack of an elemental 
necessity and the waste of keeping idle or 
only partly productive nearly one-fourth of 
To our forest-using industries it 
means vystable investments, the depletion of 
forest capital, the disbanding of established 
enterprises, and the decline of one of our 
most important industrial groups. 

“Our forests ought to be put to work and 
kept at work. T do not minimize the obsta- 
cles that have to be met, nor the difficulty of 
changing old ideas and practices. We must 
all put our hands to this common task. It is 
not enough that the Federal, State, and local 
vovernments take the land. There must be a 
change in our national attitude. Our indus- 
tries, our landowners, our farmers, all our 
citizens must learn to treat our forests as 
crops, to be used but also to be renewed. We 
must learn to tend our woodlands as care- 
fully as we tend our farms. 

“Let us apply to this creative task the 
boundless energy and skill we have so long 
spent in harvesting the free gifts of nature. 
The forests of the future must be started 
today. Our children are dependent on our

bunch. Cut the whole into squares 
and serve them with mayonnaise. 










Cream of Spring Vegetable Soup 
2 medium-sized carrots, 1 med- 
jum-sized white onion, 1. cup med- 
ium white sauce, 2 tablespoons 
butter, white pepper, 2 medium- 
sized potatoes, 1 cup small green 
peas, 1 pint white stock, either 
veal or chicken, salt. Cut the 
.earrots and potatoes into match- 
like strips. Slice the onion and 
fry it in the butter until it be- 
comes a light yellow. Cook the 
carrots, potatoes and onions in 
boiling water until they are ten- 
der. Cook the peas uncovered in 
a small amount of water. Add 
them to the other vegetables. Add 
the hot sauce and the stock. Salt 
and pepper to taste. Serve in hot 
soup-plates with a teaspoon of 
whipped cream sprinkled with fine- 
ly minced parsley as a garnish. 





Spring Toast 

Cut green onions -into one-half 
inch pieces, using the entire top 
of the onions. Cook these uncov- 
ered in very little water until they 
are tender. Drain them, add salt, 
pepper and butter to taste. Serve 
on’ rounds of hot buttered toast 
and garnish with chopped lard: 
Bi cooked egg-whites. 





Asparagus Fritters 

1% cups flour, %2 teaspoon salt, 
1 cup asparagus cut in small 
pieces, 3 teaspoons baking pow- 
der, 3-4 cup milk, 1 egg. Mix and 
sift the dry ingredients. Add the 
milk gradually and then the well- 
beaten egg. 
into the batter. Drop the mixture 
by spoonfuls into the deep fat. 
Drain on paper. Serve with pim- 
iento sauce.

by Collector Rex B. Goodcell. 

(Checking of these reports with 
income returns filed for 1923 is 
daily disclosing the names of 
those who had taxable incomes in 
1928 and failed to file returns. Un- 
der instructions from Washington 
this checking up process is being 
speeded. 

Persons who failed to file re- 
turns for 1923 through misinter- 
pretation of the law are advised 
by Collector Goodcell to file re- 
turns at once and make their. ex- 
planations. In cases of this char- 
acter only nominal penalties will 
be imposed, but under the Rev- 
enue Act aggravated cases show- 
ing wilful failure to file or fraud 
must be turned: over to the De- 
partment of Justice. 

Revenue officials made it clear 
that under the checking system 
started, information is now in the 
government’s hands as to the 
name of every person in the dis- 
trict who was paid $1,000 or more 
for wages, salaries, interest, rents, 
royalties, ete., by employers or 
corporations during 1923. Where 
no returns were filed systematic 
investigation will be made and the 
tax liability determined. 

These investigations are not op- 
tional with Collector Goodcell as 
they are provided for by law and 
the regulations of the Internal 
Revenue Department.

under the auspices of the 
Hemet-San Jacinto Chamber of 
Commerce, awakens interest in 
the history of the Hemet-San 
Jacinto Valley. for it was here 
that Helen Hunt Jackson 
found the characters for her 
ever popular story, and it was 
here that much of the book 
was actually written. Many 
sections of California have 
claimed Ramona, but it is only 
here that historiéal facts sub- 
stantiate the claim. 

Mrs. Helen Hunt Jackson 
came to California as an emis- 
sary of the United States gov- 
ernment to lodk into conditions 
among the Indians, which, 
with each passing year, had 
grown worse, and the natives 
found theselves pushed from 
one spot to another, each more 
barren than the one they had 
left. Mrs. Jackson arrived at 
Temecula before coming to 
San Jacinto—not the San Ja- 
cinto of today, but the old San 
Jacinto, of which there is now 
no physical trace. 

There remain in Hemet and 
San Jacinto today a few per. 
sons who were acquainted with 
many of the*incidents given 
form in Mrs. Jackson’s story. 
The book was written in 1882- 
1883. 

Coming to San Jacinto, Mrs. 

Jackson lived at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. C. Jordan. The 
‘Aunt Ri’’ of Ramona was 
Mrs. Jordan, and the original 
Jeff Hyer was Mr. Jordan. The 
large brick Jordan home in 
which much of the book was 
written remained standing the 
last trace of old San Jacinto, 
until the earthquake of 1918. 
Mrs. Jordan, who, survived her 
husband a number of years, 
died there in 1909, and the 
home was thereafter occupied 
by a daughter, Mrs. R.  E. 
Strout, and family. 
Regarding the origin of Ra- 
mona, probably the most au- 
thentic explanation is that 
given by Mrs. Jordan a few 
years before her death. Mrs. 
Jordan stated as follows: 

‘One day she (Mrs. Jack- 
son) said to me, ‘Oh, Mrs. 
Jackson, if I could only pre- 
sent this (the conditions of the 
Indians) in some way that the 
public would hear. If I could 
only write such a story as 
Mrs. tSowe wrote of negre 
slavery.’ 

“‘T told her that anyone who 
could write her ‘Letters to 
Cats’ could certainly do it. 
She said she must have some 
sort of an actual incident t9 
build upon. 

‘**My dear,’ I said, ‘you gy 
into the kitchen and you'll fini 
things on the stove for’ your 
breakfast. As soon as I finish 
my work I'll tell you a story 
to build on. I know. just 
one!’ 

“She went into the kitchen, 
put pretty soon I found her at 
the door, excited and eager. 
She said. ‘Mrs. Jordan, I sim- 
ply can’t eat until I know that 
story.’ 

“So I told her the story of 
Ramona. You’d best be con- 
tent with the novel; the real 
story isn’t‘ romantic.”’ :

Insurance Talk Interests 

That practically all fire pre- 
vention progress in the United 
States has been the result of 
activity on the part of+fire in- 
surance companies and that it 
is up to the people to support 
tire prevention moves if they 
desire lower insurance rates, 
was the declaration yesterday 
of Willard D. Ball, Jr., in an 
interesting and instructive talk 
before members of the Ontario 
Realty Board in weekly lunch- 


eon session at the Hotpoint 
Club. 

The speaker went on.to ex- 
plain that the insurance rate 
is based on the fire loss of the 
entire United States, which 
was recently figured at $1,- 


300,000 a day. 

Fires start in this country 
at the rate of one every three 
minutes, it is said. ’ 

Mr. Ball pointed out that the 
insurance losses paid out fol- 
lowing the San Francisco fire 
nearly 20 years ago wiped out 


all profits of the companies 
concerned for a peroid of 50 
years preceding, going to 


prove that insurance is not a 
business for a small coneern 
without strong financial back- 
ing. The speaker recited how 
literally thousands of small in- 
surance concerns had gone to 
the wall after only brief pe- 
riods of existence. He declar- 


ed that, contrary to popular 
belief, most insurance compa- 
nies make their profits through 
the investment of money paid 
for insurance rather than thru 
appropriation 
paid in.

Mr. Ball sketched briefly the 
history of fire insurance. The 
first record of anything of the,

kind was found in the action | 
of the people ‘of Assyria 3000 
years ago taxing the entire 
community to pay the fire loss 
of an individual. It was the 
London fire in 1666 that re- 
sulted in the coming of mod- 
ern insurance. . Directly _ fol- 
lowing this event, fire insur- 
anee was handled in a small 
way by individuals and in 90 | 
a regular fire insurance com- 
| pany was organized. The Sun 
Fire Insurance, Company, -or- 
ganized in London in 1710 is 
the oldest company still in ex- 
istence. 

In a discussion following the 
talk, the matter of mutual fire 
insurance was touched upon 
and it was pointed out that 
while an individual may _ in- 
sure with a mutual concern at 
a lower rate than he can with 
an ‘‘old line’’ company,’’ he is 
liable under the terms of his 
mutual policy) to assessments 
to cover the loss of any other 
policyholder in the same com- 
pany which may oceur during 
the period of his policy and 
may be sued for it years after- 
ward, although his policy may 
have expired.
